FAKE LUMBER BUYER.

Jason Atwood, from Quaker City,
Wanted for Panlng Bad Checks.

The pollee of many New England
oities will recelve thls morning a de-
seription of & man glelng his name
as Jason Atwood and cmmlnt Phila-
delphla as his home, who s wanted in
Danlelson for pasaing checks that have
proved worthless.

The description sant out to the police
states that Atwood's bubiness Is that
of purchasing lumber of the hickory
variety on tha stump for the Krupp
gun works of Germany, execuling con-
tracts and glving checks for the same,
and alss purchasing  sny property
where the same could be pald for with
& check.

Atwaod Is described as forty years
of age, J feet, & Inches In height, slight
buifd, dark comp‘lux]un. blue eyes, and
very dark moustache.” He (8 neat in
appearance, and @ fluent tilker, While
In Danleison he wors & dark sult and
Panama hat.

It was during the last part of July
that Atwood made his apperarance in
Danielson, representing himself as told
above and In Some !nstances 68 &
buyer of lumber and stone quarry
lunds. He remained here several daye,
making his home at the Attawaugan
house. During this time Atwood act-
ed his part in & way to create a gool
fmpression and paved the way for the
bad chacks that he disiributed later.
These checka wers deawn on the Land
and Title Trust company of Philadel-
phila, where it {s now known thamt At-
wood hias no account. Only two checks
have been returned us protested to
date, butl there & mo reason to be-
lleve that others will not come back
Iater. The extent of Atwood's o
ations in this section are not yet fully
known, In each Instance the checks
are made by an E E. Howe and wers
pavable to Jason Atwood. One was
given in payment for some hickory on
the stump which he had bargained for
nnd went to the trouble to have s bill
of =ale made out for, and the other
was tendered In payment for purchases
made at a local sture. The amotnt for
which one of (he checks called was
in excess of $160.
